Report On 1954 


As the new year starts on its 365 
miles of good and bad roads, it is in- 
teresting to look back to see what has 
transpired during 1954. 


Welling-Craddock Road 

Hardsurfaced 
At the first of the year all those 
with cars that were beginning to 
creak and groan with the rough treat 
ment they received on the Welling - 
Craddock road, hoped that 1954 would 
see the completion of this stretch with 
hard-surface -- which it did. Although 
for awhile it seemed doubtful when er- 
rors early on the job caused delays, 
followed by rainy weather and a short 

age of road oil. 
Broadway To Be Done 

Next Year 
With hardsurfacing of the highway 
getting under way our Town Council 
thought it wise, as did our merchants 
who will foot the greater part of the 
bill, to make Raymond an even more 
desirable place to live and shop by 
having our main street and portions 
of adjoining streets hardsurfaced at 
the same time. However, the delays on 
the highway made it necessary to wait 

until the coming spring. 

In preparation for this work two 
gravel pits have been stock-piled in 
town, copper water lines were laid un- 
der the proposed route and 3,000 feet 
of curbs and gutters constructed, Al- 
though no new sidewalks were laid, 
4.100 feet of new water mains were 
installed under the Public Work’s pro- 
gram of replacing old wooden ones. 
This program, which has been going 
on the past five or six years is ap- 
proximately 40% completed. 

Building Permits 

Fourteen building permits were 
issued for new homes for a total value 
of $71,000 and for these homes and 
others, 19 new water services and 
15 new sewer services were installed 
Taxes Paid On 87% Of Assessment 
The town like most of the busin- 
esses found collections a little slower 
this year with $90,792 paid in taxes 
to the end of 1954 which amounts to 

87% of the assessments, 


Grain Slow To Move 
With a quota of only 300 bushel per 
farm and the grain moving out of the 
local elevators even more slowly than 
in other areas (often months would 
go buy without any grain cars coming 
in), most merchants found business 
the same as last year; some slightly 
lower or higher, depending upon the 
type of business involved. Many towns 
people apparently ‘realize the value of 
keeping their dollars at home and are 
endeavoring to meet their obligations. 
As the quota was raised to 2 bushels 
per acre and the grain is moving out 
faster, the business men on the whole 
are looking forward to 1955 optimist 
icly and feel that things are on the 
upswing, »- 
Farm Sales Down 
Garage Business About The Same 
In a survey of the businessmen in 
town it appears that Farm Implement 
sales were down, while Garages re- 
ported their over-all business to be on 
a level with the previous year or a 
little lower; car sales lower. Appli- 
ance dealers varied in their reports 
although the larger stores showed a 
greater decreace in collections and 
sales. 
Power And Phone Lines Moved 
The power line and telephone line 
poles were moved by Calgary Power 
from the street onto the sidewalk to 
facilitate the hardsurfacing. 
Grain Yield Lower 
Having had a wet spring and early 
frost the average crop yields were 
somewhat lower than our usual aver- 
age of 18 bushels per sown acre of 
wheat. The following figures are those 
compiled by the elevator agents and 
refer to per sown acre: wheat 15 bu.; 
oats 30; barley 25; rye 25; and flax 8. 
Only about 2% of the crops sown in 
this area that was not harvested, and 
there was a slight amount of red rust 
found in the crops in the low lying 
irrigated sections although not enough 
to destroy the grain, 
Sheep Feeders Not Too Encouraged 
The sheep feeders had only a fair 
year with the exceptionyf those with 
contracts with packens, and the pros- 
pects are not any brighter for the 
coming year, 
Good Beet Crop 
However the sugar beet growers 
had a cheerier picture having a cash 


wees dal 


crop to dispose of, although tonnage 
and sugar content were down some- 
from the ten year average of 10.61 
tons per acre and a 17% sugar content 
The Raymond Factory area which in- 
cludes 10,218 acres of beets in the Ray 
mond, Magrath, Welling, Stirling, Ste- 
wart and Broxburn Sidings districts 
has lowest tonnage, 10.3 compared 
to 11.60 at Picture Butte and 13% at 
Taber. Raymond's sugar content was 
15.188 as comfared to 3 factory aver- 
age of 15.46, 


Even though the weather left 
much to be desired to enable the grow 
ers to produce a good crop of beets 
there was very little serious crop da- 
mage and the fall rains did put the 
beets in the best storage condition for 
years. 

Medical Report 


The local hospital is lacking only 
one nurse to be fully staffed to carry 
on the many duties of hospital routine 
Three of the nurses are from England 
two having come over just recently. 
The figures compiled by the Secretary 
of the Hospital Board show that there 
were 4,891 patient days this year with 
662 persons admitted for treatment. 

When Dr. Mark Dahl and his family 
return from Salt Lake each of the 
doctors of the Clinic Walker, Brewer- 
ton, Taylor and Dahl will have com- 
pleted six months of Speacialization 
in Salt Lake City to better enable 
them to attend to the needs of their 
patients in Raymond, Magrath and sur 
rounding districts, This program was 
instituted’a year and a half ago when 
Dr Dah! joined the Clinic, at which 
time Dr. Walker attended the L. D. S 
Hospital to specialize in Surgery, af- 
ter which Dr. Brewerton studied Ob- 
stetrics and Gynecology, Dr. Taylor 
Surgery and Anesthesio and Dr. Dabl 
Internal Medicine. 

Also during the past year they have 
engaged the services of a Lab Tech- 
nician, Miss Yoko Karaki, whose time 
fs spent at either the Magrath or Ray 
mond Hospital or at the office handl- 
ing work that formerly had to be sent 
to other centres. 

In the Stork Department, the girls 
outnumbered the boys by 28, although 
they made a brave effort to catch up 
in Dec. when 9 boys were born and 
only 2 girls. Altogether there were 124 
births in the hospital with 76 girls and 
48 boys but only 115 registered in 
Raymond, 9 deaths occurred in the 
hospital with 15 registered at the 
Town Office, and 28 Marriage Licens- 
es issued, These figures all about the 
same aa last year. 

4 Political Report 

Two of our citizens have received 
recognition in the political party in

Liberary Report 

The Librarian reports another busy 
year with circulation of books even a- 
bove the previous high rate; the at- 
tractive new building on the ground 
floor made it easter for the older cit- 
izens to visit the library. 

469 volumes were purchased by the 
Library Board at a cost of $1,177.48 
which qualifies them for the $500.00 
Provincial Govt, Grant. Friends donat- 
ed 159 books and there were 77 books 
beyond repair had to be discarded and 
523 were rebound, This brings the 
total collection to 13,993 volumes with 
663 active members (266 adults). 
20,783 books were circulated last year. 

Citizens may bornow any of the 49 
magazines or the 10 subscriptions 
which are donated by Service Clubs 
and Catholic and L. D. 8.
